The Main Line Repertory Theatre 
on Wednesday evening presented "The 
I Devil's Disciple," by George Bernard 
i Shaw, at the Bala-Cynwyc! Woman's 
| Club. This witty piece was hugely 
! enjoyed by a good-sized audience. This 
j play is the only one by Shaw written 
about America. The action takes 
! place in the little Colonial town of 
| Webstcrbridge, New Hampshire, dur- 
| ing the year 1777, and affords the ever- 
scintillating Irishman (or should not 
: one so designate his nationality?) quite 
' a lew opportunities for brilliant repar- 
tee and clever remarks. Staats Cot- 
! worth, as Richard Dudgeon, makes the 
' most of this humor and in fact, is very 
I effective in "putting over" some of the 
satire which, if it had been less skill- 
! fully handled, would have been lost by 
! the audience. 

An outstanding feature all through 
i the performance was the clear diction 
; of the players. Every word could be 
heard and understood, which is worthy 
; of mention in itself, for even today on 
the professional stage many actors 
| do not make their words distinct or 
: their voices carry. Undoubtedly much 
! credit for this must go to Robert Row- 
1 land Deardon, 3d, under whose direc- 
j tion the play was produced. 
' While not as noteworthy in dialogue 
and wit as some later pieces of Shaw. 
| "The Devil's Disciple" has more action 
| than some of his later works which run 
more to philosophy. The first act takes 
j place in the living room-kitchen of Mrs. 
| Dudgeon's farm house, with Lisel 
Bocricke taking the part of Mrs. Dud- 
geon, a religious woman of the eight- 
eenth century New England who had 
ruled her husband, just departed this 
life, with a rod of iron, only to have 
him escape from her domination when 
making his last will and testament. 
Ironically he leaves her "the interest on 
her own money," but wills the rest of 
the estate to his two sons. Richard and 
Christopher. Miss Boericke, as Mrs. 
Dudgeon, did admirably all that could 
| be done with an unsympathetic part. 
She portrays the domineering woman 
without bringing a ranting or scolding 
note in her voice. It was too bad that 
she only appeared in the first act.

Warnings to Motorists 

Two timely warnings to motorists are given by the Keystone Auto- 
mobile Club- 

One is to shun the hitch-hiker and the other is to beware of the 
wily solicitors of so-called "Magistrates and Constables' Associations," 
who are perpetrating their annual gouge on motor vehicle owners. 

With reference to "highway pickups," the club says : "It may seem 
callous to urge motorists to reject the overtures of walkers for free rides, 
especially in cold and inclement weather. Doubtless there are many de- 
serving persons to whom a 'lift' would be an act of charity, but unfortu- 
nately the motorist is in no position to judge the character of walkers 
who hail him, with the result that many kind-hearted drivers are attacked 
and robbed by pedestrians they have befriended. 

"Reports from various parts of Eastern United States indicate that 
the practice of robbing motorists is becoming increasingly prevalent, and 
we feel it is our duty to call attention to the condition and warn motorists 
of this danger." 

Intimidating methods are being used by telephone salesmen of the 
alleged "Magistrates and Constables' Associations," according to the 
club's legal department. "Motorists who have been called on the phone 
by these people are being bluntly informed they need expect no leniency 
in traffic violations unless their names are listed as contributors to the 
association," said an official of the legal department. "When their de- 
mands are refused, they assume a threatening attitude." 

"Our advice to motorists," said J. Borton Weeks, president of the 
club, "is to refuse point blank to make any contribution, large or small. 
These alleged organizations exist for one purpose only — revenue. The 
money wrung from motorists by promises that cannot be fulfilled or 
threats that cannot materialize provides easy living for the salesmen and 
promoters."

Test Novel Method 
of Ash Removal Here 

Apparatus Collects Ashes From 

Numerous Homes by 

Suction. 

IN EXPERIMENTAL STAGE 

I 

A revolutionary method of collecting | 
ashes by means of suction, which is | 
being studied by the Anthracite lnsti- j 
tnle, was given a series of tests in | 
Xarberth on Monday. The borough j 
was selected as a likely field for ex- i 
perimentation and through the co-op- , 
ation of Ralph S. Dunne, of the j 
Xarberth Coal Company, permission j 
was granted by the borough authori-jj 
t'es to make ash collections in various | 
places. 

In the tests on Monday ashes were I 
collected by means of the new appa- j 
ratus from some houses in Narhrook | 
Park, several residences on Wynne-! 
wood Road, and on Shirley Road where ! 
they were taken directly from the cel- 
lar. 

The apparatus, which is mounted on ' 

•i live-ton Autocar chassis, consists of 

a larKe steel tank, a separator and a j 

.lexihle hose. Power is generated by j 

the motor of the truck. In operation j 

the end of the hose is put into the ash j 

; can. the ashes being sucked through j 

' the hose and sprayed with oil as they ] 

are taken into the separator. There the j 

\ air passes olT through a funnel and the I 

' ashes drop into the tank. The oil spray i, 

aids in the separation of the ashes and 

!;>ir and also settles the ash dust. 

"The apparatus has many interest- 
, ing possibilities, although it is yet in 
! the experimental stage," said Mr. 
i Dunne in commenting on the tests. 
'■ 'It is quite within the realm of possi- 
bility that by means of this or a simi- 
! Iarly designed piece of apparatus, ashes 
! will be removed directly from cellars | 
1 without any human assistance whatso- | 
ever. This could be effected by means | 
of a large ash pit under the heater with 
pipe connections to an outlet in the 
cellar wall. There the tube of the ap- 
paratus would he fitted on and the ash 
jit emptied in short order by suction 
with no labor or dirt. 

"In view of the experiments and 
:ests that are constantly being con- 
ducted by such organizations as the 
Anthracite Institute," Mr. Dunne con- 
| tinned, "the day may come when retail 
1 coal dealers will he selling coal at so 
1 much per ton, ash removed." 
| Mr. Dunne has been very active in 
bringing about a better understanding 
on the part of the public of the prob- 
lems of the anthracite industry, having 
giving talks on the subject before 
numerous groups, both in the Philadel- 
phia area and elsewhere.

Miss Laura Belle Staley, of Ard- 
more, was one of the speakers at the 
luncheon given by the Philadelphia In 
and About Music Supervisor Club held 
at the Walton on Saturday, December 6. 

Miss Staley gave some of the amus- 
ing highlights of her travels through 
the far West, Alaska, Mexico, Panama 
Canal, South America and Cuba. She 
was at Del Monte when Colonel Lind- 
bergh was trying out the gliders and 
told of his dropping to the highway, 
which was rather congested with mo- 
torists, who were following his rliglit. 
A traffic policeman, not recognizing 
the famous liver, gave him a vigorous 
"call down - ' and Lindy meekly rose 
and flew away. 

Miss Staley was chairman of the 
entertainment committee on the steam- 
ship "Guatemala" on her return to 
New York and one night entertained 
the guests with the tragic grand opera, 
"The Grasshopper." The only score 
she had was that she had in her head 
and, from memory, she copied the dif- 
ferent solos for the cast and taught 
the choruses by note; the Hawaiian 
orchestra on board quickly learned 
their parts. The audience thoroughly 
enjoyed the primitive stage settings 
and costumes, the latter being collected 
from the various purchasers of hats, 
scarfs, shawls, etc., from the different 
ports en route. 

Miss Staley also witnessed the foot- 
ball game at the Rose Howl, Pasa- 
dena, California, on January 1, last 
year, between Pittsburgh and Califor- 
nia, which was a marvelous sight. She 



also spoke of her visit to Mt. Lowe 
and of taking the horseback ride over 
the narrow trail. 

While staying in Helena, Mont., she 
stopped at the Hotel Placer, and 
learned that enough gold had been 
taken from the mine to pay for more 
than the foundation of this enormous 
hotel. Some years ago when down- 
and-out travelers came to Helena, seek- 
ing aid, they were told to go out to 
the mountains and scratch. It was 
not an unusual experience for tiicse 
men to come in with $30 or $40 worth 
of gold in a day's scratching. Miss 
Staley immediately asked to be sent 
out scratching but, to her regret, was 
told she had come much too late. 

At San Diego she enjoyed an air- 
plane ride going at 110 miles an hour 
and at an elevation of 3000 feet. 

Miss Staley also spoke of the won- 
derful possibilities of Alaska, especial- 
ly if the proposed motor road is built. 
She brought home some beautiful col- 
ored photographs of the desert flowers 
in bloom, for she visited the desert 
region when the sand verbena, pop- 
pies and lupina were all in bloom. 

Miss Staley ended with apologies to 
Harry Lauder: "It is nice to go t rav- 
eling but it is nicer to come home 
again." 

Dr. Francis Eliot Clark, head of the 
Educational Department of the Victor 
Company, of Camden, was the honor 
guest at the luncheon and gave a most 
interesting lecture on "Trend of Mod- 
ern I2ducation." He also gave a dem- 
onstration on the Theremin, with the 
accompaniment of Victor Records. 



Complete Colonial Forge to Be Erected at 

Valley Forge Near Site of Unearthed Ruins 



A Colonial Torge with its contents, 
discovered after prolonged search on 
Hay Creek, Berks County, has been 
purchased by the Valley Forge Park 
Commission, and wiil be removed and 
set up at Valley Forge. It will be 
located on the west side of the Valley 
Creek, at the foot of the hill, called 
Mt. Misery, in Chester County. The 
Valley Creek flows to the north, 
emptying into the Schuylkill, whose 
general course at Valley Forge is east- 
wardly. 

The purchased Hay Creek forge is 
to be re-erected adjacent to the ruins 
of the Valley forge, burned by _the 
British troops in September, 1777. 
These ruins were discovered in 1929, 
under some ten feet of silt, deposited 
over them through the course of many 
years. Fortunately, the silt deposit 
preserved the contents, the two water 
wheels, the sluice way, the flooring, 
the anvil box and tool box. All these, 
together with the stones of the founda- 
tion wall, numerous pieces of metal, 
bars of pig iron, hand-made nails, 
showed unmistakable signs of having 
been through a hot fire. 

The discovery of the forge ruins, 
the most important discovery, histor- 
ically, made since the creation of the 
Valley Forge park, was due to a his- 
torical sketch written by the Honor- 
able Isaac Anderson, who, as a Con- 
tinental soldier, carried dispatches from 
Washington's headquarters at Valley 
Forge to the Congress setting in the 
winter of 1777-78 at York, Pa., the 
British being in Philadelphia. Ander- 
son's home was two miles from Valley 
Forge. In later life he was a member 
of Congress. He described the loca- 
tion of the burned forge minutely, and 
where he wrote that it was, the ruins 
were uncovered. 

This was the forge to which was 
first given the name of Valley Forge, 
which gave its name to the camp of 
Washington's army, according to the 



British historian, Trevelyan, the .most 
famous military camp in the world. 

Three different forges along the Val- 
ley Creek are indicated in the Colonial 
period, but the two others do not pos- 
sess the historical importance of the 
one that was the first to be called the 
Valley Forge, the forge whose burned 
ruins have now been uncovered about 
five-eights of a mile above the mouth 
of the Valley Creek, on the west side 
of that creek in Chester County. This 
forge was erected seven or eight years 
before the Revolutionary War. An- 
other forge had been erected still 
earlier in the 1740's. It was down the 
creek near the Philadelphia road, in 
what was then Philadelphia County, 
now Montgomery County, a short dis- 
tance from what became Washington's 
headquarters house. That forge was 
called Mt. Joy forge, not Valley forge 
since it was out of the valley, but ad- 
jacent to Mt. Joy, the hill on the 
eastern side of the Valley Creek. 

The leading authority on early 
Pennsylvania forges and furnaces is 
George W. Schultz, of Reading. He 
has written that this Mt. Joy forge 
was outworn at the time of Wash- 
ington's encampment in 1777-78 and 
that the forge whose ruins have now 
been unearthed was the forge at the 
time the British troops went on their 
destructive way through Valley Forge. 

This opinion is confirmed by past 
statements of leading historians of the 
State, by traditions handed down in 
many families of the vicinity, among 
them the descendants of General An- 
thony Wayne, Major Bartholomew and 
Lieutenant Anderson. There are also 
the sworn statements of William De- 
wees, owner of the burned forge, made 
to the Chester County commissioners 
and to Congress that the burned forge 
was in Chester County where it has 
been found by excavation and by the 
certificate of General Wayne, an ex- 
perienced surveyor of lands before he 
was a famous soldier.

Co-operation Supplants Competition Among 

Weekly Newspapers of the Main Line 



An organization unique in the news- 
paper world, and which bears prom- 
ise of being of far-reaching service to 
the Main Line, is functioning witli in- 
creasing strength throughout the re- 
gion- ... it 

Oil and water, it is quite generally 
acknowledged, decline to be nnxed, and 
if, perchance, they were mixed, the 
resultant combination would be a use- 
less mess, with each element striving 
to break away to resume its own per- 
sonality, and to take up again its nat- 
ural antipathy for the other. 

And competitors in the same fields 
of business in the same or nearby ter- 
ritories have been regarded— and right- 
ly s0 — as being as little likely to co- 
operate with each other as are oil and 
water to mix. 

The weekly newspapers of the Main 
Line communities, however, have 
shown that competition does not shut 
out co-operation, and that each of the 
units will be better for working hand 
in hand rather than at cross-purposes. 
Several weeks ago the Whitehall 
Grill, Haverford, was the gathering- 
place of a half-dozen publishers of 
weekly newspapers of nearby com- 
munities. At luncheon, that day, was 
formulated the idea from which has 
sprung the Main Line Weekly News- 
paper Council — which is, in short, an 
organization for mutual helpfulness. 

The purposes of the Council are 
primarily the interchange of news and 
editorial features of interest to the en- 
tire community. By syndicating this 
material and information among the 
member newspapers, a far greater 
number of interesting features will be 
available for each, and news bits orig- 
inating in one town will be made 
available to readers of other com- 
munity papers. 

The eight community weeklies which 
comprise the Main Line Council boast 
a circulation of 20,000 papers a week, 
which go to a territory of about 20,000 
homes. Upon this unequalcd coverage 
of the Main Line territory, the week- 
lies base their claim that they, who 
have in some cases a fifty-year record 
of service, are the logical media 
through which to present either adver- 
tising or news messages to the resi- 
dents of the entire district. Promo- 
tional work will be done to present 
this story to persons and organizations 
who will be interested in such unpar- 
alleled coverage of an area like the 
Main Line. 

In addition to the co-operative work 
dealing with problems of newspaper 
publishing, the Main Line Weeklies 
have already sponsored a number of 
moves of civic import. Having inau- 
gurated the idea several months ago 
of publishing "Help Wanted Ads" free 
of charge to aid the unemployment sit- 
uation, the group resumed this policy 
a few weeks ago, which move was en- 
dorsed by its adoption by a nearby 
publication. 

The. group has; been agitating for 
new and better stations for the Main 
Line siops of the. Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, and is conducting a vigorous edi- 
torial and news campaign to bring this 
to pass. 

Within the past fortnight, the Coun- 
cil has sponsored the formation of the 
Main Line Weekly Newspaper Coal 
Fund, which is intended to relieve se- 
vere conditions during the winter 
months, which will operate without red 
tape, and which will give publicity 
neither to the donor nor the recipient. 
The Council plans a continued pro- 
gram of community and civic promo- 
tional activity along these lines, and 
any one of the newspapers will be glad 
to receive suggestions and to bring 
them up for discussion before the 
group.

Haverford Man Writes 

Verse on Nantucket 

A modest little book of verse, writ- 
ten by William Wells Jordan, of Hav- 
erford, with most of the subject mat- 
ter pertaining to Nantucket, has just 
been published. A deep affection for 
the small island is shown in the open- 
ing poem, "Nantucket," one verse 
in particular stressing the charm to be 
found there: 

"There sweeping sunsets flame o'er 
moor and sea, 
There stars and mystic moon- 
light fill the night, 
There sunlit waters laugh and 
dance in glee, 
The world lies past the sea line 



out of sight." 
Mr. Jordan, who spent a number of 
summers at Nantucket, tells some of 
the historical lore of the island in the 
poem, "The Old Church Tower." Two 
verses there describe quaint customs: 
"In years agone, upon its tower's 
height, 
Those ships were sighted, cried, 
afar from shore; 
Events by day, and dangers of the 
night. 
The watchman's voice to listen- 
ing townsmen bore." 

"His lantern swung at night upon 
the side 
Where fires blazed, to guide the 
hurrying feet; 



The hours, and weather fair or 
foul, he cried, 
'All's well!' rang through the 
dark and silent street." 
Another poem, "The Island Gulls," 
has the lilting lines: 

"Sailing through sunlit air, 
Spirits released from care, 

On moveless wing;" 
A deep love of the sea, and all that 
is closely allied to it, is shown all 
through the poems in this little vol- 
ume. Mr. Jordan was a resident of 
Ardmore for six years, before moving 
to his present home in Haverford, at 
427 Berkley Road. For nine years Mr. 
Jordan, who, before that time, was in 
the Congregational ministry in Massa- 
chusetts, was professor of Biblical lit- 



erature and Church History at Ursinus 
College, at Collegeville. 

In talking of Nantucket, Mr. Jordan 
said that the charm of the island grew 
upon one year after year, and that, 
though first impressions might be that 
it was a sandbank and nothing more, 
everyone who has ever gone there, and 
remained for any length of time, was 
finally charmed with the place. The 
Indian legend, as he told it, is that 
after the Great One was through cre- 
ating America, he emptied the sand 
from his moccasins — and that made 
Nantucket. 

The poems which were written over 
a period of years were collected and 
printed at the suggestion of Mr. Jor- 
dan's friends. The volume may be had

Hildreth Caldwell Tells of 
Her Hospital Work 
in India. 



Through the co-operation of the 
Lower Nferion police force with the 
Merion Branch. Needlework Guild of 
America, over a hundred children, of all 
ages, have been supplied with ade- 
quate clothing for the winter. Each 
child has been equipped with two sets 
of stockings and warm underclothes 

The Guild this year reserved a thou- 
sand garments from those received in 
the annual collection to be devoted to 
the needs of the Lower Merion chil- 
dren in this unusual time of distress. 
Mrs. James J. Pocock, is the presi- 
dent of the Merion branch and Mrs. 
David Soliday is secretary. Mrs. How- 
ard Mitchell has been in charge of the 
purchasing of garments. This year a 
number of money contributions were 
sent to the Merion branch and with 
this, long stockings, cotton fleece-lined 
underwear, flannelette bloomers for 
the girls, sweaters and corduroy trous- 
ers, caps and gloves for boys were 
bought. In fact, sensible and service- 
able clothing was sought. For chil- 
dren under the school age, overalls 
were gotten. 



Dr. Hildreth Caldwell told a fascin- 
ating story of her hospital in Kasganj, 
under the North India Presbyterian 
Mission at the meeting of the Pennsyl- 
vania Medical Missionary Society, 
which was held at the home of Mrs. 
James Develin, Rose Lane, Haverford, 
la»t Thursday«afternoon. J3r. Caldweli 
is on a year's leave of absence, to take 
a *post-graduate course at* Johns Hop* 
kins University, Baltimore, and plans 
to return to the hospital sometime next 
summer. 

Dr. Caldwell, who is a graduate of 
the University of California, is able to 
bring home to the young people the 
fun of being a missionary. Wherever 
she goes, her radiant spirits and glow- 
ing enthusiasm win support for the 
cause. She tells the story of individu- 
als in the hospital she has been able 
to help. 

"There are many problems to be 
met in caring for the physical needs 
of the natives," said Dr. Caldwell. 
Many children have sores on their 
bodies, diseased eyes and are suffering 
from other ailments. No caste woman 
niav be treated by a physician unless 
there is a physician of her own sex to 
take care of her; even then, there are 
many difficulties to overcome. The 
hospital, too, has to be run on entirely 
different lines than those in this coun- 
try, for the various customs of the 
various peoples must be considered and 
must be handled delicately- and with 
great understanding. 

The hospital, which contains thirty 
beds, a dispensary and an operating 
room, is only equipped to take care of 
a few of the natives of that densely 
populated district north of the Ganges. 
Dr. Caldwell said that she specialized 
on the few who came to her and gen- 
erally treated them so successfully that 
they were absolutely cured. 

Just a few- weeks before Mahatma 
Gandhi started his independence cam- 
paign, Dr. Caldwell was his guest in 
his Ashram and discussed with him the 
question of India's needs. She found 
him interested in her work, and 
Gandhi asked her many intelligent 
questions about it. 

Finishing her address, Di. Caldwell 
said that the people of India were long- 
ing for a better international under- 
standing.

REVIEWS PEACE EFFORTS 



Total disarmament, by interna'ional 
agreement if possible or by national 
example if necessary, as the one and 
final avenue to world peace was ad- 
vocated by Dr. William I. Hall, chair- 
man of the Pennsylvania Committee 
for Total Disarmament in an address 
before the Main Line Kiwanis Club at 
Whitehall, Haverford, December 9. 

Dr. Mall is head of the Department 
of History and International Relations 
at Swarthmore College, a member of 
the Royal Historical Society and the 
author of several hooks on the ques- 
tion of international policy. 

The history of the past thirty years 
has been characterized, the speaker 
said, by an increase in the application 
of pacilic means to insure world peace 
while' at the same time there has been 
a steady movement to augment land 
and naval armaments. 

Why is it that with all these pacific 
means in use, world peace is in so pre- 
carious a position!- Why are war 
clouds threatening the horizon of the 
world even in our own lime? Because: 
while we have been developing the 
pacific means to settle international dif- 
ficulties the important question of dis- ( 
armament has not been solved. 

The Hague Conference in lS'J'J at- 1 
tempted to solve the question. But it . 
adjourned, leaving the difficulty un- : 
answered. The (ioverninents decided to 
leave the matter in their own hands. 
In every international conference up 
to the Geneva meeting of the great na- 
tions nothing was accomplished. After 
this J 'resident Hoover and Ramsay j 
MacDonald got together and decided; 
that something should be done. In the j 
London conference there were some | 
results. It was decided that all bat- I 
tleships and heavy cruisers should he I 
done away with. But one of the sorry j 
results of the conference was the fact j 
that the nations began to increase their 
naval forces to fit in certain agree- j 
incuts in that treaty. The conference i 

did not touch the question of land and !

aerial forces. The question still con- j 
fronts the powers of the earth. j 

Then there is the economic side of 
the question. Dr. Hall pointed out. 
What will the historian of the future 
say of a nation that spends five mil- ! 
lions of dollars for armaments? What! 
will he say of us for spending this ! 
money when it is needed for other and i 
more important matters? | 

Armaments constitute an insuperable j 
foe to all pacific means of settlement. , 
In back of all means of arbitration j 
looms this difficulty of armament. As j 
long as we rely on armaments we can- [ 
not come to that phase of mental dis- i 
armament so necessary for peaceful j 
settlement.

Sergeant Girvin Is Biggest 

Man in the Department 

The seventh of a scries of articles 
to introduce the members of Lower 
Merion s splendid police force to our 
readers. 

By ROBERT M. CAMERON 

A familiar figure on the streets of 
Narberth is that of Sergeant Charles 
Girvin, who was assigned to duty in 
the borough in 1929. "Charley," as he 
is known to his many friends there, 
joined the Lower Merion police force 
on March 20, 1922, and was made a 
sergeant last year. 

Girvin has the distinction of being 
the biggest man, although not the 
heaviest, in the department. He stands 
six feet three and one-quarter inches 
and tips the beam at 225 pounds, which 
for a man of his size is quite in pro- 
portion. 

Girvin was born in Malvern on April 
4, 1891. Up to the time he enlisted 
in the navy in 1917. he worked as a 
structural iron worker. During the 
war he served on the cruiser Frederick 
with the mine sweepers, both on this 
side and in the North Sea. "We 
thought we saw several submarines at 
one time or another." the sergeant said, 
"but I guess most of them were false 
alarms. We did see an oil tanker sunk 
off Cape Henlopen, Delaware, but 
whether it was by a submarine or 
mine, I don't know." 

Girvin's ship, the Frederick, which 
was the old cruiser Maryland before 
the new battleship bearing that name 
was commissioned, was the one which 
carried army and navy athletes to the 
Olmypic games in 1920. "We had 
the Annapolis crew aboard which won 
the rowing championship and a couple 
of those Hawaiian swimmers who gave 
an exhibition aboard ship." 

"We spent six weeks at Antwerp 
while the Olmypics were in progress," 
the Sergeant continued, "which was 
very pleasant. I traveled around a 
bit then in Belgium, Holland and Ger- 
many. 

"In September, 1920, our ship went 
to the aid of the U. S. S. Pittsburgh 
which had gotten stuck in the Kiel 
Canal. We helped tow it to England 
and while there I took the opportunity 
of going down to London." Girvin 
was discharged from the navy in Oc- 
tober, 1920. 

During the next two years he worked 
for the Pennsylvania Railroad in the 
freight breaking service, the signal de- 
partment and later in the railroad police 
force. 

Sergeant Girvin was married in 1927 
and has two children, Charles, Jr., and 
Margaret. His home is at 6 Franklin 
Avenue, Roscmont.
